Bad Boys May Not / 
Come to Gleithen 


An Edmonton despatch says: A 
halt has been called in the provincial 
government's program for the estab- 
lishment of a reformatory for juven- 
iles at Gleichen, as announced some- 
time ago. Steps had/ been taken by 
the department of health to secure a 
superintendent for the proposed in- 
stitution and a number of applications 
had been received, but Hon. Rt. G. Reid 
states that the matter is now 
held in abeyance. 

The reason is that it has been found 
that the majority of the boys whom 
Alberta now has as its wards in the 
reformatory at Portage La Prairie, 
and whom it is proposed to transfer 
to the new home at Gleichen, are men- 
tally defective and therefore most 
likely to qualify the institution 
now building at Halfway House for 
that particular class: of juveniles.

Preserving Sandstone 


British Scientist Has Found Com. 
pound Which Forms Cement 
Few kinds of stone vary more in 
quality than sandstone; and one of 
the difficulties encountered with it is 
that material which appears quite 
suitable for building purposes is apt 
to show extensive crumbling when ex- 
posed to the air. A British man of 
science suggests a very ingenious way 
of getting over this drawback. He 
has found that certain compoun’g:of 


alcohol and silica, when exposeu} to 
moist air, deposit a material which 
forms a cement. When a piece of 


rotten sandstone is treated with this 
mixture it hardens up in the course 
of a few days, and the resulting 
cement resists the attacks of acids. 
It may be mentioned also that in 
Great Britain Jime wash has been 
found quite useful as a preserver for 
sandstone.

Bell Predicted Development of Tele- 
phone 40 Years Ago 

The remarkable foresight of the 
late Dr. Alexander Graham Bell, in- 
ventor of the telephone, is shown by 
a letter written by him as long ago as 
1878, in whieh the tremendous devel- 
opment of the telephone service was 
predicted with wonderful accuracy. 
The letter was written to the capital- 
ists of an electric company who were 
interested in the development of the| 
By them the 


letter was issued in 


the form of a 
prospectus. Dated “March 25, 1878, 
Kensington, Landon,” the letter in- 


cludes the following: “At the present 
time we have a perfect network of gas 
pipes and water pipes throughout our 
large cities. We have main pipes 
laid under the streets communicating | 
with the side pipes with the various 
dwellings ,enabling the members to}! 
draw their supplies of gas and water) 
from a common source, In a similar 
manner, it is conceivable that cables 
of telephone wires could be laid un- 
derground or suspended overhead, | 
communicating by branch wires with 
private dwellings, country houses, | 
shops, manufacturies, ete., uniting 
them through the main cable with a 
central oftice, where the wires would 
be connected as desired, establishing 
direct communication between any 
two places in the city. Such a plan 
as this though impracticable at the 
present time will, I firmly believe, be| 
the outcome of the introduction of the 
telephone to the public, 

“Lam aware that such ideas ‘nay | 
appear to you Utopian and out of} 
place. Believing, us I do, however, | 
that such a scheme will be the ulti- 
mate result of the telephone to the 
public, I will impress upon you the ad- 
visability of keeping this end in view, 
that all present arrangements of the 
telephone may eventually be realized 
in this grand system.”

| Arctic Explorer Starts 


On Long Journey 


Alfred Tremblay Leading Private 
Expedition to Baffin’s Land 
Under the leadership of Alfred 
Tremblay, Arctic explorer, an expedl- 
tion which will carry on investigations 
in Baflin’s Land and at the magnetic 
Pole visited the Pas, Man., en route 
north, The other members of the 
party are Arthur Barbeau and C, 
Talbot. The expedition is a private 
one, and marine, land, general and 
geological surveys will be carried out, 
thereby adding to the scanty fund of 
knowledge at present possessed of the 
Arctic regions 

Mr. Tremblay’s party will be the 
first in history to attempt the jonr- 
ney which they are undertaking by 
canoe and on foot. The party has 
four specially built freighting eanoes | 
and some 8&,000 pounds of freight. 
Their outfit includes all the latest 
instruments, all of which are dup- 
licated in case of accident or 
of any of the baggage. 

Mr. Tremblay was a member of 
Captain Bernier’s expedition of 1910. 
On his last expedition into the Arctic 
regions he succeeded where several 
well equipped expeditions had failed 
in reaching Igloolik and Fury and, 
Hecla Strait for the first time since 
the memorable visit in 1822-23 of Sir 
E. W. Parr. With barely any equip- 
ment, save his rifle and automatic re- 
volver, and no provisions save the) 
game he could shoot and harpoon, he 
covered 4,000 miles on foot in the} 
depth of an Arctic winter and after: 
wards, with the assistance of A. B. 
Reader, a native of New Zealand, ! 
mapped and re-mapped some 
miles of coast line. \ 

He was the first white man to cross 
land from the head of Admiralty 
Sound to Fury and Hecla Strait and 
to make the long and dangerous cross- 
ing from Murray Maxwell Day 
Cockburn Land to Milne Inlet. The 
explorer was only 19 years old when 
he madé his first trip into the Arctic 
He

the demobilized Royal Irish Constabu 
lary, aided by the Imperial Govern- 
ment, have already arrived and 
tled in Canada and others are to 
come before the end of the year. At 
present Canadian agents are in India 
with expectations of inducing demobil- 
ized Imperial army officers in that 
country to invest their gratuities and 
compensations in British Columbia 
lands. Mention should also be made 
of the splemid work which is being 
performed by the Salvation Army in 
bringing out parties of domestics and 
ex-service men from the British Istes, 
assissting them in procuring passage, 
and finding them positions on arrival. 
Though, Canadian immigration falls 
broadly into two classes, British and 
American, many European peoples 
have contributed in a large measure 
to #he agricultural development of the 
western provinces, and it is gratifying 
to note the same healihy interest in 
Canada evinced by the most desirable 
of these. The personally conducted 
land party has proved an excellent 
colonization method in the case of 
people from the British Isles intend 
ing settling on Canadian lands and 
unacquainted with conditions, and this 
has been extended to other peoples, 
‘and sturdy bands of citizens from Hol- 
land, Norway and Denmark have been 
conducted under expert guidance from 
their old homes to Canadian farme, 


Three new areas for the preserva- 
tion of rare species of wild life have 
recently been proclaimed National 
Parks. These are ‘Nemiskam and 
Wawaskesy Parks in Southern Al- 
berta and Menissawok Park in Sas- 
Katchewan. Thege reserves, which 
include a total area of fifty-eight and 
a half square miles, have been set 
apart for the protection of the prong- 
horned antelope, one of the most in- 
teresting of all Canadian native 
and the only member of a 
Special family of the ungulate, or 
hoofed, animals now found nowhere 
else in the work except in Alberta 
and Saskatchewan and some portions 
of the United States, 

The rapid reduction in numbers of 
the antelope has been a matter of 
grave concern to wild life conserva- 
tionists of the continent for some 
years, In spite of closed seasons and 
attempts at breeding in capivity its 
numbers huve been steadily decreas- 
ing. The creation of the Nemiskam 
Park represents one of the most in- 
teresting and successful experiments 
yet made for the preservation of the 
species in America, After repeated 
attempts to capture antelope and 
breed them in the other animal parks 
had failed, the National Parks 
Branch of the Department of the In- 
terior decided to try the experiment 
of enclosing a herd in some area in 
which they were already found to be 
feeding. In the spring of 1915 about 
40° of these gracetul but exoasalteli| 
timid animals were discovered in the 
vicinity of Foremost, Alberta. With 
considerable difficulty a fence was

Lamb-Feeding Experiments 


| 


An experiment was conducted Jast 
year at the Scott, Saskatchewan, Do- 
minion Experimental Station to ascer- 
tain the value of sunflower silage and 
turnips as succulent feeds for fatten- 
ing cattle, Seventy-three grade 
Shropshire lambs were divided into 
two lots of 24 and one of 25. The 
feeding was done twice a day inside, 
and the lambs had access to snow, 
water and salt. A grain ration con- 
sisting of equal parts of oats and bar- 
ley was fed at the beginning of the 
experiment at the rate of a pound a| 
day per head and gradually increased | 
to two pounds.
